(U.S. Patent 6,421,689)) does not disclose, 
teach or suggest the claimed limitations of ( in combination 
with all other features in the claims ) : an execution engine that 
declares at least one reference as pinned during execution of 
managed and unmanaged code, the execution engine notifying the 
garbage collection service of the at least one pinned reference, 
so that objects associated with ."the at least one pinned- - - - - - 

reference are not relocated during the garbage collection 
service, as claimed in claim 1.
